HEAD HUNTER CAULES. 


Only Chief Americans Want Badly at 


Large In the Philippines. 


More Surrenders. 
Washington, May I.—Two import­ 
ant cablegrams were received Tues­ 
day at the war department from Gen­ 
eral MacArthur at Manila. 
In the 
opinion of the officials the news con­ 
tained in them marked the almost 
complete collapse of organized rebel­ 
lion in the Philippines. 
The cable­ 
grams were as follows: 
“General Tinio surrendered with his 
command today at Sinait. 
He will 
deliver all men and guns in his com­ 
mand as soon as they can be gath 
ered together. This completely paci­ 
fies the first department, Northern 
Luzon, for many months the worst in 
Luzon. 
“Colonels 
Ciprano 
Callao 
and 
Gregorio Katibac, Malvars’ best offi­ 
cers, surrendered to Colonel Jacob 
Kline at Lipa on April 28, with 
23 
officers, IPS men and 86 rifles.’’ 
It was stated at the war department 
by officers recently back from the 
Philippines that there remained in 
the field in Luzon only one chief 
whom thpv were particularly desirous 
of catching, namely, cames, cue ucau 
hunter. 
Later the following cable message, 
dated Tuesday, at Manila, was re­ 
ceived from General MacArthur, an­ 
nouncing several other important sur­ 
render* in the Philippines: 
“Juan and Blas Villamor, leaders 
Abra, surrendered Bangued April 27; 
now engaged 
assembling 
scattered 
commands, delivered arms. 
Aglipay, 
ex-priest, leader I locos, Norte prov 
ince, Luzon, surrendered at Laoag, 
April 2S.”

THE 8CREEN ORDINANCE VOID. 
The decision of Judge Hole against 
the E ast Liverpool screen ordinance 
by no m eans im plies th at council has 
no power to regulate the conduct of 
saloons w ithin the corporate lim its of 
a city. 
It sim ply m eans, as the court 
states, th a t the council of this city 
attem pted too much, and th a t the law 
which it drafted is in conflict with the 
constitution and the statu tes of Ohio. 
Th^ wisdom of an ordinance which per­ 
m its a curious public to inspect, from 
th e outside, the interior of a barroom 
fof ap hour or two in the evening has 
been seriously questioned 
by 
m any 
good people. 
It would seem , if it is 
proper th at there be no 
screens 
or 
blinds over saloon doors or windows 
during one hour, it would be still bet­ 
ter if none were there at any tim e. 
But the screen feature, from which the 
ordinance derived its nam e, 
was 
a 
com paratively trivial and unim portant 
p a rt of the m easure. 
The ordinance was designed, as we 
understand it, prim arily to abolish the 
congregating of m en and women in 
low resorts; in othejr words, 
to 
do 
away w ith “wine room s” which are 
frequented 
by 
dissolute 
characters 
am ong the old, and 
pupils 
of 
vice 
among the ygung. 
It is highly proba­ 
ble th at an ordinance 
can still 
be 
fram ed for the suppression 
of 
such 
places, which will stand tho tests of 
the courts. 
If it cannot, we believe 
th ere are law s on the statu te books 
of Ohio which can be enforced against 
them th a t will compel saloon keepers 
to keep respectable and orderly places 
or none a t all. 
It is the law breaking 
saloon keeper who is chiefly respon­ 
sible for the odium which attaches to 
the saloon keeping business. 
If the police of E ast Liverpool will 
tak e a hand in the regulation of the 
saloon business, they can not only 
compel public respect, 
but 
also 
a 
wholesome respect for their authori­ 
ty on the part of all who transgress 
th e law. 
There is no need th at vice 
should flourish and the laws of the 
state and the laws of decency be de­ 
fied, even if the attem pt to legislate all 
wine rooms out of existence has failed.

Th^ wisdom of an ordinance which per­ 
m its a curious public to inspect, from 
th e outside, th e in terio r of a barroom 
for an hour o r two in the evening has 
been seriously questioned 
by 
m any 
good people. 
It would seem, if it is 
proper th a t th ere be no 
screens 
or 
blinds over saloon doors or windows 
during one hour, it would be still bet­ 
te r if none w ere th e re a t any time. 
B ut th e screen feature, from which the 
ordinance derived its nam e, 
w as 
a 
com paratively trivial and unim portant 
p a rt of the m easure. 
The ordinance was designed, as we 
understand it, prim arily to abolish the 
congregating of m en and women in 
low resorts; in othejr words, 
to

aw ay with “wine room s” which are 
frequented 
by

am ong the old, and 
pupils 
of 
vice 
am ong th e ypung. 
It is highly proba­ 
ble th a t an ordinance

CAPT. READ’S TRIAL. 


One Witness Said Attempts Had Been 


Marie to intimidate Him. 


Prosecution Rested. 


Manila, May I.—During the second 
day of the trial of Captain James C. 
Read, ex-depct commissary at Manila, 
charged with soliciting and receiving 
bribes and with other official miseon 
duct, Thomas Harries, a bookkeeper, 
of the firm of Robinson & Macon- 
dray, testified that Mr. Robinson paid 
Captain Head $881. The firm’s books 
contained entries to that effect. 
Fred Maeondray testified that he 
arranged to give Captain Read IO per 
cent commission on the sales of vege­ 
tables furnished to transports. 
Before testifying 
Barry 
Baldwin, 
formerly United States marshal for 
California, and now manager of the 
Maeondray company, shipping 
mer­ 
chants, made a statement 
to 
the 
court. 
He said that attempts had 
been made to intimidate him and he 
asked for the protection of the court 
He had an affidavit prepared, which 
he offered to the court, but the latter 
declined to receive it, and returned it 
to Mr. Baldwin unread. 
Mr. Baldwin testified to having a 
$200,000 beef contract. Captain Read 
came to his office and claimed there 
were slight shortages in the beef de­ 
liveries, on account of which 
Mr. 
Baldwin gave Captain Read $348. 
Adjutant General Garlington testi­ 
fied that Captain Read said Major 
Davis wa? short 14,500 pounds of beef. 
He admitted receiving money from 
Mr. Baldwin, but said the sum he re­ 
ceived Wi*uld be applied to the beef 
shortages. 
Mr. Wolf, a partner in the firm of 
Castle Brothers, testified concerning 
attempts to secure commission 
for 
Captain Read out of the sales of vege­ 
tables, etc. 
Colonel Woodruff, head of the sub­ 
sistence department at Manila, gave 
testimony regarding the number of 
cigars supplied to the Casino. 
R. Carson, chief clerk of the depot 
commissary, testified 
to 
obtaining 
funds from the bank and to a short­ 
age being covered by placing five la­ 
borers, ut 40 cents per day, on the 
emergency pay roll. He also testified 
concerning the investigation into the 
irregularities of the depot commis­ 
sary. 
J. J. MacLeod, manager of 
the 
Maritime company, testified that he 
procured for Captain Read receipts 
from the general cigar factory show­ 
ing the amount of commissions paid 
by Castle Brothers and Wolf. 
The prosecution then rested.

W ashington, May I.—Two im port­ 
ant cablegram s were received Tues­ 
day at the w ar department from Gen­ 
eral M acArthur at Manila.

opinion of the officials the news con­ 
tained in them marked the alm ost 
complete collapse of organized rebel­ 
lion in the Philippines. 
The cable­ 
grams were as follows: 
“General Tinio surrendered with his 
command today at Sinait. 
He w'ill 
deliver all men and guns in his com­ 
mand as soon as they can be gath 
ered together. 
This completely paci­ 
fies the first department, N orthern 
Luzon, for m any months the worst in 
Luzon. 
“Colonels 
Ciprano 
Callao 
and 
Gregorio Katibac, Malvars’ best offi­ 
cers1, surrendered to Colonel Jacob 
Kline at Lipa on April 28, with 
23 
officers, 11*8 men and 86 rifles.’’ 
It was stated at the war departm ent 
by officers recently back from the 
Philippines th a t there remained in

in Luzon only one chief 
whom thpv were particularly desirous 
of catching, namely, (James, cue 
hunter. 
Later the following cable message, 
dated Tuesday, at Manila, was re­ 
ceived from General MacArthur, a n ­ 
nouncing several other im portant sur­ 
renders in the Philippines:
